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Trustee Cuts Fails To Halt 
$10,325 Typewriter Purchase 


At last Wednesday’s #6 
Separate School meeting, 
trustee Dr. W, Cuts resigned 
as chairman of the Paul 
Kane School building com- 
mittee after his motion to 
table the purchase of 35 
typewriters was defeated, 

In his talk on the tabling 
motion, Dr. Cuts pointed 
out that that particular type- 
writer had been proven to 
be unsatisfactory for edu- 
cational purposes, the nega- 
tive data on said machines 
had been validated by other 
schools and that there was 
a lawsuit presently pending 
on just such a purchase as 
the one presently being re- 
commended for approval. 

“I feel very strongly about 
this issue,’’ Dr, Cuts said, 
“and I urge the other mem- 
bers of the board to please 
consider the seriousness of 
this purchase, ”’ 

Dr, Cuts continued by say- 
ing that in view of the fact 
that only three members of 
the five-member board was 
present, and also since the 
purchase involved such a 
large sum of the taxpay- 
er’s money ($10,325), he 


strongly urged his colleag- 
ues to approve the tabling 
motion, 

Chairman C, Schroeder, 
in his comments on the mo- 
tion, said that there was a 
$55 per machine saving on 
this purchase and felt that 
that amount of money would 
go a long way towards re- 
pairing the typewriters, if 
indeed they do not measure 
up to expectations, Mr, Sch- 
roeder added that the type- 
writers under discussion 
had been sufficiently re- 
commended as far as he was 
concerned, and the price 
was right, therefore, he 
could not see any advan- 
tage in tabling the motion, 
Chairman Schroeder then 
called the question and both 
he and trustee Don Munro 
voted in favor of the pur- 
chase, thus defeating Dr, 
Cuts’ tabling motion 2 - 1, 

On that note, Dr. Cuts 
then tendered his resigna- 
tion as chairman of the 
building committee, thus 
leaving Mr, Munro as the 
lone member of that com- 
mittee.

St. Albert Trail is the 
oldest of the four trails and 
extends through Zone 14 
some 50 miles from Edmon- 
ton to Clyde corner, The 
brochure will also adver- 
tise the Father Lacombe 
Museum, under the St, Al- 
bert Historical Society, All 
of these trails lead to upper 
Slave Lake where the lar- 
gest provincial park in the 
zone is located, 

The plan is for distribu- 
tion of 40,000 copies of the 
brochure and Zone 14 has 
requested a 10¢ per capital 
contribution from all of the 
municipalities in Zone 14, 

The meeting also gave 
priority to supporting the 
tourist booths begun by the 
former Zone 8 for Klondike 
Days and the Calgary Stam- 
pede which it was felt had 
been very good publicity in 
previous years, And they 
will plan to be represented 
at RCMP Centennial cele-

PSS Chairman fights back 
on “Disturbing’’ article 


Mr, Ron Gaunce, chair- 
man of the Preventive Social 
Services Board inSt, Albert, 
found the article carried in 
last week’s Gazette with 
board member  Hennie 
Stibbe’s comments ‘‘ex- 
tremely disturbing’, The 
impressions left have sur- 
prised and shocked those 
involved in the PSS pro- 
gram,’’ he said. 

“It is upsetting that a 
board member feels she is 
being picked upon - that 
there is a move to oust her, 
Mrs, Stibbe claims she was 
ousted,’’ said Mr. Gaunce, 
“In fact she was nominated 
for two positions, and tur- 
ned down both before they 
came to being voted upon,”’ 
The positions were vice- 
chairman and secretary. 

On the matter of the ‘ele- 
ction technicality’ men- 
tioned, Chairman Gaunce 
pointed out that at the Jan, 
25th meeting, (after the ar- 
ticle had appeared) the 
mayor also raised the matt- 
er of legality and felt that 
the October election, when 
Mrs, Stibbe was named ad- 
ministrative chairman, 
might be invalid under the 
PSS Bylaw, which calls for 
a secretary, and no secre- 
tary was elected then, Rath- 
er, the post was incorpora- 
ted with the administrative 
chairman, ‘‘The second 
election in January was not 
merely a technicality,’’ said

‘“‘Housekeeper employed by 
the Help Society was paid 
$160 for 17 and one-half 
hours of work in one month 
last year (unquote) is true, 
it leaves much unsaid, said 
Mr, Gaunce, 

In fact the per unit cost 
of the Homemakers Service 
has been cut each year over 
the past three years, Insti- 
tuting a system of retainers 
for Homemakers was one of 
the means by which this was 
done, said the chairman, 

He went on to say that in 
talking about Day Care, 
“Mrs, Stibbe comes through 
with the assumption - re- 
garding what number of chil- 
dren are NEEDY - the 
assumption that parents of 
others of the children are 
in an income bracket of at 
least $10,000, This is 
false,’’ said the chairman, 

“I would like also to say”’ 
said Mr, Gaunce, “‘that Mrs, 
Stibbe places a tremendous 
burden on the Board, and 
the two Societies she mene 
tioned, by makingcommuni- 
cations - which are already 
strained - even more diffi-

cult, People are working up 
to 60 hours a week involun- 
teer time - and she quest- 
ions them, ’’ 

Chairman Gaunce told the 
Gazette he had received a 
lot of feedback, ‘‘The people 
who know about our work 
say the article is rubbish, 
People not familiar with it 
are asking “is it really 
like that? And I have to 
say NO,”’ 

Social development people 
say that both the Day Care 
and the Help Society pro- 
grams are wellrun, said Mr. 
Gaunce and this article gives 
a false impression, 

Asked about the Day Care 
Centre, Mr. Gaunce said the 
program is adaptable, So 
that when people came with 
requests for a part time 
service, the Centre was 
happy to help them out, [If 
the situation changes, and 
there are different needs, 
the Day Care Society is open 
for change, he commented, 

The PSS chairman also 
said he hoped a Gazette re- 
porter would be on hand to 
cover meetings, which are 


regularly on the third 
Thursday evening of each 
month, He felt it was im- 
portant to the work of the 
Board that independent re- 
porting to the public is done, 
Board meetings were open- 
ed to the public in January 
of this year,

Before 
listing these I would like to 
say that the Preventive So- 
cial Service Board and 
director are concerned 
about many different needs 
of the people in St. Albert 
They are anxious to hear 
about these needs and if any- 
one has ideas regarding 
these needs, whatever they 
may be, the Board and direc- 
tor would like to hear about 
them. One way would be to 
ask to be put on the agenda 
of a regular meeting so that 
@ specific need could be 
discussed. 

I would like to draw the 
attention of the public to: 

1. The Homemaker'’s 
Service: If ANY home needs 
@ temporary homemaker for 
an emergency situation the 
Homemaker’s Service wil! 
Go what it can by providing 
2 capable person to take over 
the affairs of the home until 
the emergency passes or 2 
permanent arrangement 
worked out 

2. Day Care Service: 4 
chiic care service for chil- 
dren has been set up which 
provides day care and an 
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WILL NOT GWE HIM A FIVE MINUTE DENALTY FOR BLEEDING 
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enriched program of activi- 
ty for pre-school children 
on a full-day or part-day 
basis. It is open to ALL 
residents of St. Albert. 

3. Mother's Day Out Ser- 
vice: This is a centre where 
mothers can leave pre- 
school children while shopp- 
ing, visiting, relaxing or 
doing business, It operates 
on Thursdays and ANY mo- 
ther of pre-school children 
can get a much needed break 
from the children and home. 
The mother can leave her 
children at the centre con- 
fident that they will be pro- 
perly cared for. 

4. St. Albert Safety Coun- 
cil: This is an organization 
Set up to make St. Albert a 
safer place to live. It is 
concerned with traffic safety 
home safety, water safety, 
recreational safety, first 
aid programs and many 
other aspects of safety in 
our town. At present, it is a 
program of PSS. 

9. Local Initiative Pro- 
gram: The PSS recently en- 
couraged the hiring of four 
unemployed people, three of 
which are St. Albert resi- 
dents, to work with young 
people, senior citizens, and 
groups concerned with ecol- 
ogy and recycling. These 
employees will assist ser- 
vice clubs, young peoples 
groups, and other residents 
to carry out existing pro- 
grams. Since these four 
people are paid by Federal 
government funds there is no 
direct cost to St. Albert 
residents for the help they 
can give. 

6. Single Parent's Club: 
The director, with the en- 
couragement of the Board, 
assisted the parents of one- 
parent families to form the 
Single Parent's Club. The 
purpose of the club is to

er to share ideas, help one 
another and become involved 
in recreation activities, 

Other projects being con- 
sidered are: 

1, Meals on Wheels: This 
is a service to provide the 
elderly and handicapped with 
one nourishing, tasty, hot

2, Counselling Service: 
committee has been ii Tavesti- 
gating the need for a local 
counselling service in St. 
Albert. The committee has 
drawn up a proposal that 
will be discussed inthe near 
future. 

3. Pre-Retirement Edu- 
cation: Some planning has 
been done for a program tc 
help people make retirement 
plans while still working 
Later on in the spring it is 
hoped that a program will be 
offered to St. Albert resi- 
dents. 

A word must be given 
regarding the work of vol- 
unteers. All of the PSS pro- 
grams depend a great deal 
on the work of concerned 
residents, During the past 
year literally thousands of 
hours has been spent trying 
to meet the needs of resi- 
dents. One example is the 
time donated by the Board - 
over 600 hours - to help 
initiate and carry out the 
different programs.

ber Labor Day weekend, The 
delegates from SGS school, 


unknowingly, were reitera- 
ting recommendations evol- 
ving from previous meetings 
held with the Separate School 
Student Advisory Committee 
A report on the subject has

Income Tax Penalty Cause 
Included In Family Land Deals 


Re-issued from the District 
Agriculturist’s office. 

Watch ‘‘non-arms length’’ 
(between certain relative) 
transactions that involve the 
transfer of all property, ad- 
vises the head ofthe Alberta 
department of agriculture 
farm management branch, 
Bruce Hackett, Section 69 of 
the new Income Tax Act con- 
tains a penalty clause 
against the transfer of pro- 
perty at other than its fair 
market value, 

The following is an ex- 
ampie of a ‘‘non-arms leng- 
th’’ transaction involving the 
transfer of property at high- 
er thanits fair market value, 
In this case the father sells 
land to his son at the high- 
est possible price with the 
mistaken impression that if 
the son sells it out of the 
family at some future date, 
his capital gain will be mini- 
mized, 


Come Prepared 


Those of you who have

Let us assume that the 
father bought the land in 
1972 for $28,000. In 1974 
he sells it to his son for 
$37,000, Although its fair 
market value in 1974 is 
only $30,000 the father’s 
capital gain will be $37,000 
less the original purchase 
price of $28,000 or $9,000, 
half of which is taxable, 

However, under section 69 
of the Income Tax Act, the 
price the son paid for the 
land ($37,000) is disregar- 
ded and his starting point for 
calculating a future capital 
gain is deemed to be the fair 
market value ($30,000), 
Hence, if he subsequently 
Sells the land, his capital 
gain will be calculated from 
$30,000, NOT from the $37,- 
000 which he actually paid, 

If the farmer had trans- 
ferred the land at its fair 
market value in 1974, his 
capital gain would have been 
only $2,000 ($30,000 - 
$28,000) as opposed to 
$9,000. Since only half a 
capital gain is taxable, he 
would have paid tax on $1,000 

By signing an agreement 
for sale at an inflated mar- 
ket value, the father ends up 
paying tax on a capital gain 
that is considerably greater 
than would have been the 
case had he transferred the 
land at its fair market value, 
However, the son reaps ab- 
solutely no benefit from the 
higher tax paid by his father 
In actual fact, the capital 
gain between the fair mar- 
ket value and the inflated 


value of the land will have 
been taxed twice when the 
land is sold again, 

The other situation to 
which section 69 of the new 
Income Tax Act applies con- 
cerns a ‘‘non-arms length’’ 
transaction where the land 
is sold for less than its fair 
market value, In this case 
the father transfers the land 
for which he paid $28,000 
in 1972 to his son in 1974 
for $10,000, Its fair market 
value in 1974 is $30,000. 
Under section 69 of the In- 
come Tax Act the father is 
deemed to have sold his land 
at its fair market value 
($30,000) even though he act- 
ually sold it for $10,000, 
Since his purchase price was 
$28,000, he would have a 
capital gain of $2,000, half 
of which would be taxable, 
However, under section 69 
of the Tax Act, the son’s 
starting point for calculat- 
ing his future capital gains 
would be the price he act- 
ually paid - $10,000, This 
means that if he weretosell 
the land at its fair market 
value the very next day, he 
would have a capital gain of 


$20,000 (the fair market val- 
ue of $30,000 minus his pur- 
chase price of $10,000) and 
would be liable for tax on 
$10,000,

Mending in general may 
be done by machine using 
polycore thread which mat- 
ches the strength of the 
nylon fabric. The exterior 
of the thread being cotton, 
it helps to plug the hole 
made by the needle passing 
through the fabric, It will 
likely be necessary to open 
the suit through the facing 
of the front zipper and turn 
inside out in order to get at 
seam tears, 

Sewn-on patches give bet- 
ter results than the iron-on 
kind, They should be of a 
waterproof material and 


sewn on the outside of the 
suit, 

For straight tears, the 
suit is opened and a dart is 
sewn with at least two rows 
of stitching, 


For uneven tears or burns 
a patch is the best bet as 
zig-zag stitching will not 
be waterproof, 

If no cleaning instructions 
are given on a label, take 
the suit to a drycleaner, 
Some light soil marks or 
stains may be wiped with a 
damp cloth or soapy sponge, 
If the label tells you the suit 
is washable, do so by hand 
so the lining will not be 
damaged, However, short 
cycles using lukewarm 
water and a mild soap or 
detergent CAN be successful 
AVOID HOT water tempera- 
tures as they damage the 
polyurethane backing that 
waterproofs the suit, 

Check frequently, ifwash- 
ing by machine, to see that 
seams are not fraying. (This 
is common problem in ski 
jackets), 

When cleaning helmets, 
water and mild soap may be 
enough. For hard to remove 
paint, grease or oil stains, 
rubbing alcohol should be 
used, Solvents will perman- 
ently damage the surface, 

Snowmobile suits will last 
much longer if they are given 
attention when it is needed.

are discounted, However, 
seconds may be included, 
which are a good buy when 
faults (uneven hems, poor 
color, etc.) don’t affect the 
wearing quality, 

What do terms like Per- 
cale, Muslin, etc,, mean? 
These terms denote the 
number of threads per inch 
and thus the quality of the 
sheet, For good durability 
the greater the number of 
threads per inch, the better 
it is. 200 count Percale, 
180 count and 140 count 
Muslin offer maximum dur- 
ability. The balance of 
lengthwise and crosswise 
threads in one square inch 
denotes quality. For ex- 
ample, a sheet labelled 100 
x 100 is better balanced or 
a more even weave than one 
labelled 130 x 107, 

Are ‘‘No Iron’’ sheets 
really advantageous? Yes, 
for general everyday use, 
especially in a large family, 
these practical sheets are 
great time and labour savers 

How can I Recognize Top 
Quality Sheets Quickly? 
Hems tell the workmanship 
story. They should be 
straight, neatly finished with 
close, evenstitches and have 
closed ends, either tacked or 
back-stitched to prevent un- 
ravelling, 

What need I Know About 
Weave? A_ loosely woven 
sheet wears out quickly, 
soils and wrinkles easily, 
Too tight a weave doesn’t let 
water and suds through, Hold 
the sheet up into the light 
and check the sheet, 

Why Do Sheets Need to 
‘Rest’’? Sheets used con- 
stantly wear out more quick- 
ly. If given time to rest in 
your linen closet they dry 
out completely, don’t have 
to withstand such continued 
pressure from bed making, 
laundering and ironing, 

How do I care for color- 
ed sheets? They need no 
more care than white sheets 
will keep their color iftrea- 
ted as carefully as you do 
your white sheets, Mild 
bleachés can be safely used, 


Is the Selvage of a Sheet 
Important? Very! Good 
sheets have a firm, strong 
Selvage that is clean and 
neat without loose, untidy 
threads, 

How Can I Tell When a 
Sheet is ‘‘Filled’’? Rub parts 
of the sheet together, or snap 
the fabric briskly, If a fine 
dust or white powdery sub- 
stance appears, the sheet 
is ‘‘filled’’, to make it app- 
ear a better quality than it 
is. This filling washes out 
in the first laundering. 

Clearance Sale generally 
means the selling off of in- 
complete and discontinued 
lines. The goods should 
carry the original price tag 
with the reduced price added 
by hand, However, this is no 
foolproof way of determin- 
ing if this is a genuinere- 
duction, It is necessary to 
know current prices, And 
the best buy is no bargain 
if there’s no immediate use 
for the article, or ifitis a 
garment that is going out of 
style, 

Special Purchase means 
that the goods were spe- 
cially manufactored for the 
sale by arrangement be- 
tween the retailer and the 
manufacturer, You must be 
the judge of both value and 
quality. You could be buying 
top quality merchandise 
purchased in volume, or, 
items may be cheapened and 
manufactured to the sale 
price, 

Birthday, Annual, Cele- 
bration sales generaliy fea- 
ture the reduction of some 
eye-catcher brands, but be 
aware that sometimes 
lesser-quality merchandise 
may be used to fill out apar- 
ticular line,

“Tf favorable written 
comments on the various 
aspects of the Park Inter- 
pretive Program in the Rid- 
ing Mountain National Park 
are any indication ofthe rat- 

ing it deserves, we are for- 
tunate in our area, Remarks 
such as ‘‘very well organ- 
ized’ ‘‘best we've ever 
seen,”’ ‘‘extremely good,” 
are some of those left on 
the books by our many pat- 
rons who obviously support 
such programs in other 
parks than ours, 

If the program is succ- 
essful the credit must go to 
the enthusiasm and ambition 
of our park naturalist, Rob- 
ert Walker, who has spent 
seven years here, devoting 
his entire energy, and ine 
terest to enlarging and im- 
proving the program.

Deadline Extended 
For $50 Rent Grant 


The deadline for a senior 
citizen to apply for his $50 
renter assistance, if he is a 
renter; or his homeowner 
assistance, if he is a home- 
owner, has been extended 
two months from December 
31st this year to February 
28 in 1973, 

This extension of time 
was necessary because 
some senior citizens are not 
aware of this benefit avail- 
able to them under the terms 
of the Senior Citizens Shel- 
ter Assistance Act, passed 
at the spring session of the 
Legislature, 

As of November 30, only 
10,500 of an_ estimated 
40,000 renters had applied 
for rental assistance, On 
the other hand, senior citi- 
zen homeowners have com- 
pleted most of their applica- 
tions with 21,000 having 
opted for a credit equivalent 
to the provincial school levy, 

As for the regular on- 
going Homeowners Tax Dis- 
count Plan, available to all 
homeowners whether they 
are under or over age 65, 
applications are coming for- 
ward much the same as in 
other years, There were 
220,358 of these applica- 
tions processed at the end 
of November, which, when 
added to the 21,000 senior 
citizen homeowner claim- 
ants, make a situation simi- 
lar for the same period in 
1971, 

Mr. Russell said our main 
concern is with the certain- 
ty that so many renters are 
either leaving their applicae 
tions to a very late date, or 
are unaware of a right to 
claim this $50 assistance.

WHAT IS RECREATION: 
What is recreation? “Any 

socially acceptable leisure 
time activity undertaken 
voluntarily by the partici- 
pant for his or her own 
enjoyment.’’ Many persons 
are under the understanding 
that the only activities that 
are of a recreational nature 
are athletics such as base- 
ball and hockey, Athletics 
is only one aspect of recrea- 
tion, Some other branches 
include arts and crafts, cul- 
tural activities, playschools 
libraries and outdoor re- 
creation, 

The individual who has a 
rich recreation life, is more 
likely to be well balanced, 
law abiding, and healthier 
than the person deprived of 
recreational opportunities, 
It needs to be explained 
however, that recreation is 
not primarily a means for 
attaining some objectives as

health, good conduct or mor- 
als, much as it may seem to 
contribute to these fields, 
The chief value lies in the 
power to enrich the life of 
individuals, It seems that 
an individual who has good 
recreation opportunities is 
less likely to live only for 
weekends therefore enjoying 
seven days a week instead 
of only two, 

The prime function of pub- 
lic recreation is to provide 
basic services to ALL 
people. Through community 
resources and public supp- 
ort higher standards can be 
obtained. Opportunities 
should be available to all 
regardless of age, sex, re- 
ligion, race, or economic 
status. 


The only way the above 
objectives can be accompli- 
shed properly is if the resi- 
dents of a given areaserved 
by a recreation board are 
included in the planning of 
recreational services.
